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ACCIDENTS AND ANTIDOTES. 


When serious accidents - occur, medical 
aid should be im tely procured. Till 
that can be done, the following directions 
may be useful : 

When a child has anything in its throat, 
first try with the finger to get the article up. 
If this cannot be done, push it down into 
the stomach, with a smooth, elasti¢ stick.— 
If the article bea pin, sharp bone, or other 
cutting substance, give an emetic which will 
immediately operate. 

In the case of a common cut, bind the 
lips of the wound together, with a rag, and 
put nothing else on. If the cut be large, 
and so situated that rags will not bind it to- 
gether, use sticking plaster, cut in strips, and 
laid obliquely across the cut. Sometimes it 
is needful to take a stitch, with a needle and 
thread, on each lip of the wound, and draw 
the two sides together. 

If an artery be cut, it must be immediate- 
ly tied up, or the person will bleed to death. 
The blood from an artery is of a bright red 
color, and spirts out in regular jets, at each 
beat of the heart. Take up the bleeding 
end of the artery, and hold it or tie it up, 
till a surgeon comes. When the artery can- 
not be found, and in all cases of bad cuts 
on any of the limbs, apply compression ; 
when it can be done, tie a very tight ban- 
dage above the wound, if it be below the 
heart, and below if the wound be above. the 
heart. Puta stick into the band, and twist 
it as tight as can be borne, till surgical aid 
be obtained. 

Bathe bad bruises in hot water, or hot 
spirits, or a decoction of bitter herbs. Hn- 
tire rest, is the remedy for sprains. Bath- 
ing in warm water, or warm whiskey, is very 
useful. A sprained leg should be kept ina 
horizontal position on a bed or sofa. 

When a leg is broken, tie it to the other 
leg, to keep it stili; and if possible, get a 
surgeon before the limb swells. Bind a bro- 
ken arm to a piece of shingle, and keep it 
still tillit is set. 

In case of a blow on the head,-or a fall, 
causing insensibility, use a mustard plaster 
on the back of the neck and pit of the stom. 
ach, and rub the body with spirits. After 
the_circulation is restored, bleeding is often 
necessary ; but it is very dangerous to at- 
tempt it before: 

In cases of bad barns, where the skin is 
taken off, the great aim should be to keep 
the injured part from the air. For this pur- 
pose, sprinkle on flour, apply a liniment made 
of linseed oil and lime water, in equal quan- 
tities. Sweet oil, on cotton, is good, and 
with laudanum, alleviates pain; but many 
skins cannot bear the application of raw cot- 
ton, which is sometimes very good. When 
dressing is put on, do not remove it, as it 
will be-sure te protract the cure by admit- 
ting the air. | 
_wlescases.of-drewning, -try~the in 
a warm bed, or. on blankets, on the right side, 


| with the head raised, and a little inclined for- 
| ward. Clear the mouth with the fingers, and 


cautiously apply hartshorn to the nose.— 
Raise the heat of the body by bottles of 
warm water applied to the ‘pit of the stom- 
ach, armpits, groins, and soles of the feet.— 
Apply friction to the whole body, with warm 
hands and cloths, dipped in warm spirits of 
camphor. Endeavor to produce the natural 
action of the lungs, by introducing the nose 
of a pair of bellows into one nostril and 
closing the other, at the same. time pressing 
on the throat to close the gullet. When the 
lungs are thus inflated, press gently on the 
breast and belly, and continue. the. process 
for a long time. Cases have been known 
where efforts have been protracted eight or 
ten hours without effect, arid. then proved 
successful. Rolling the body on a barrel, 
suspending it by the heels, giving injections 
of tobacco, and many other practices, which 
have been common, are tiighly ‘injurious.— 
After signs of life appear, give small quanti- 
ties of wine or spirits. and water. 

In case of poisoning, from corrosive sub- 
limate, beat up. the white of twelve eggs, 
mix them in two quarts of water, and give 
a tumbler full‘every three minutes till vomit- 
ing is produced. If this is not at hand, fill 
the stomach io like manner, with any muci- 
laginous substances, such as.gum and water, 
flax seed, or slippery elm bark tea. Flour 
and water, or sugar and water, in great quan- 
tities, are not best; and if none of these be 
at band, give *copious draughts of water 

one. : 

«In ease of poisoning from arsenic, cobalt, 

or any such miveral, administer as soon as 

yle large quantities of lime water, or of 

ed tea, or some other mucilaginous 

itm,.to. distend the stomach, and produce 

imiiediate, vomiting, and thereby eject the 
poison. | 

If opium, or any of its preparations, has 
been taken in dangerous quantities, induce 
voiniting without a-moment’s unnecessary 


| delay, by giving immediately, in a small quan- 


tity of water, ten grains of ipecac, and ten 
grains of sulphate of zinc (white vitriol, 
which is the most prompt emetic known,) 
and. repeat the dose every fifteen minutes, 
till the stomach is entirely emptied. Where 
vitriol is not at hand, substitutetthree or four 

rains of blue vitriok (sulphate of copper.) 
‘When the stomach is emptied, but not be- 
fore,give every ten minutes alternately a cup 
of ‘acid drink, and a cup of very strong cof- 
fee, made by pouring a pint of boiling water 
on a quarter of a pound of ground burnt 
coffee, and letting it stand ten minutes and 
‘then straiping it. Continue these drinks till 
the danger is over. Dash cold water on the 
head, apply friction to the body, and keep 
the body in constant motion, to prevent 
sleep. 

If any kind of acid be taken in poisonous 
quantities, give strong pearlash water. If 
ley or pearlash, or any alkali be taken, give 
sweet oil; or if this is wanted, lamp oil; or 
if neither be had, give vigegar freely. 

In case of stupefaction, from the fumes of 
charcoal, of entering a well, lime kiln or 
coal mine, expose the person to cold air, ly- 
ing on his back, dash cold water on the head 
and breast and rub the body with spirits of 
camphor, vinegar or Cologne water. Apply 
mustard paste to the pit of the stomach, and 
use friction on the hands, feet and the whole 
length of the back bone. Give some acid 
drink, and when he revives, place him in a 


warm bed, in fresh air. Be prompt and per- 
severing. — 

In case of bleeding at the lungs, or stom- 
ach or throat, give a teaspoonful of dry salt, 
and repeat it often. For bleeding at the 
nose, pour cold water on the back of the 
neck, keeping the head elevated. 

If a person be struck with lightning, 
throw pailfulls of cold water on the head 
and body, and apply mustard poultices on 
the stomach, with friction of the body, and 
inflation of the lungs. 
emetic can be found, pounded mustard seed, 
taken a teaspoonful at a time, ‘will answer. 
The ground mustard is not so effectual, but 
will do. 

In case of fire, wrap. a woolen blanket 
nbout you, to protect from the fire.. If the 
staircases are on fire, tie the corners of the 
sheets together very firmly, fasten one end 
to the bedstead, draw it to the window, and 
let yourself down. Never read in bed lest 
you fall asleep, and the bed be set on fire.— 
If your clothes get on fire, never run, but lie 
down, and roll about until you can reach a 
bed or carpet to wrap yourself in, and thus 
put out the fire. Keep your children: in 
woolen dresses, to save them from the risk 
of fire. d 

In thunder storms, shut the doors and 
windows. ‘The safest part of a room is its 


_centre; and when there is a feather bed in 


the apartment, that will be found the most 
secure resting place. : 

A lightning rod, if it be well pointed, and 
run down into the earth, is a certain protec- 
tion to a circle around it, whose radius 
equals twice the height of the rod above the 
roof-—but it protects no further than this ex- 
tent.

We had 
thought that this fact was known; that it 
was known years ago, and that our fair coun- 
trywomen would catch a hint from it, that 
would throw colour into their cheeks and 
fulness into their forms. And yet, sadly 
enough, our ladies still coop themselves in 
their heated rooms, until their faces are like 
lilies, and their figures—like lily-stems. We 
have alluded to the matter now, not for the

How far such an ar- 
rangement could be made consistently with 
the provisions of our constitutional law, we 
do not propose at present to inquire. It will 
not, we think, be denied that‘the purpose of 
calling the Convention was two-fold only. 
With one portion of the Legislature it was 
Secession, with the other it was togive effect 
to the proceedings of a Southern Congress. 
The latter purpose depended upon other 
States as well as ourselves, and had been 
rendered impossible for want of such inter- 
vention. The former ote Ne im- 
possible, as the people fon ttered them- 
selves, by their decision. But though this 
might be regarded as sufficient to induce a 
temporary postponement of the measure, 
yet something, as we clearly see, was to be 
done in the meantime towards committing 
the State, and thus attempting to coerce the 
acquiescence of citizens through their jealous 
concern for her honor and consistency.— 
This, then, is the condition with us at the 
present moment. A Convention is about to 
meet during the year, which can, as it is as- 
serted, wield at will, the sovereignty of the 


of the! State. This Convention has been called for 
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the most part by those who are opposed to 
the decision of a majority of the people, for 
no avowed purpose, or course ted for 
it, unless it be that which they have already 
deliberately rejected. This body, besides, is 
composed, as is confidently asserted, and as 
we are afraid may be true, by a very decided 
majority of those who have declared them- 
selves in favor of Separate Secession, many 
of whom have been more or less vehement 
in its Therg_is also another omi- 
ce whiten occurred in the Le- 
A which in this connection we 
mit.

miles of railroad, and will soon have double 
that quantity. Illinois has built her magnif- 
-icent canal, and within the next five years 
will have more than a thousand miles of rail- 
roaf in operation. Michigan has over five 
hundred miles of railroad, and is daily in- 
creasing them. Missouri is now building 
five hundred miles of railroad, whilst Iowa is 
entering upon such improvements.with t 
enctgy and geal. How many farms ove 
been opened, how many churches and school 
houses erected, how many noble cities have 
grown up, how many steamboats have been 
built, how much actual wealth has accurmala- 
ted we will not stop to inquire. But the 
world has never witnessed such progress in 
any other portion ofthe globe. Nor has it 
been a sickly, hot-bed growth, destined toa 
short life and a speédy decay. On the con- 
trary it has been the result of purely natural 
cayses—a temperate and a healthy climate; 
a fertile soil, the finest rivers in the world, and 
a — position, which gives us the 


command of the markets both at the north 
"and south. In addition to a 6 have 


inexhaustible mineral treasures of every va- 
riety, and found in almost every locality.— 
It is not difficult, therefore, to account for 
western progress, 

Men are prompted by the strong motive 
of self-interest, to abandon the crowded cities, 
the worn-out fields, and densely populated 
districts of older countries, to breathe fresh, 
invigorating air, to turn up the virgin soil, 
and exhume the hidden treasures of the glo- 
rious western land. The new scenes in 
which they are. placed, the broad theatre 
which is opened before them for industry 
and enterprise, the rich rewards which it 
promises to sagacity and skill, inspire them 
with renewed energy, and prompt them to 
undertakings which, under other circumstan- 
ces, they would not have even dreamed of. 
Hence it is no unusual thing to find at the 
west men distinguished for energy and en- 
terprise, who, before they came here, were not 
at all remarkable for these qualities. Every- 
thing here is progressive and men catch the 
spirit of the age, and become themselves un- 
consciously progressive. This state of things 
must continue for many years to come. In- 
deed, the west is every fm becoming more 
and more attractive, not only to the people 
of the east and south, but to the inhabitants 
of Europe; and, in our opinion, the tide of 
population and wealth Which will pour into 
the valley of the Mississippi, within the 
next twenty years, will almost defy belicf.— 
The early emigrants to encounter the 
hardships and perils ofafrontierlife. Those 
who come hereafter will encounter none of 
those privations. They-will find lands mar- 
vellously rich, at a very low price, intersec- 
ted with railroads, and with all the advanta- 
ges of cheap living, good markets, an abun- 
dance of churches and school houses, and a 
cultivated society. What more could the 
heart of man desire? Twenty years hence, 
those of us who may survive that period, 
will look back to the present condition of

M. Kossuth then deciared that the opposition 
which he met at the hands of Congress and the 
Executive convinced him that his mission to 
this country had completely failed. He felt 
deeply disappointed at the reception he had 
met with in Washington. It was wholly unex- 
pected.

“ [t appears that Kossuth has realized that as 
an exile hem a Iand of persecution—as an emi- 
grant secking a home—he and all his associates

}* Substances contain heat as latent in propor- 


tion to their bulk.” Thus, if we pour a cubic 


: inch of alcohol on our head and then fan it, 


the one cubic inch assumes the form of vapor 
and becomes 1700 cubic inches, capable of 
receiving & proportionate-amount of heat, and 
therefore takes heat from the nearest hot ob- 
ject, the head, causing it to be cool. Water 
placed on the head and then rapidly evapo- 
rated, will cool the head from the same’ cau- 
ses. It may now be understood that a single 
pint of water contained in a piece of wood 
thrown on the fire, will first become 1700 
pints of vapor, and that this vapor will increase 
in size one five hundredth part of its bulk for 
every degree of heat added ; so that it travels 
up the chimney, carrying with it as much heat 
as would warm all the air in a large room for 
a considerable space of time. 

Let any farmer weigh a green, and a dry 
stick of the same size, and he will be convinc- 
ed that a very moderate sized stick may have 
an extra weight of eight, pounds, and there- 
fore contains one gallon of water. | 
If an iron net work be placed above a wood 
fire, and a nuinber of shallow pans upon it 
-| containiog water, 80 that-a large amount of 
vapor is continually rising, this vapor will so 
perfectly absorb the heat generated below and 
carry it up the chimney, that the heat radia- 
ted in the room will be too slight to warm it, 
and similar effects must take place*from the 
use of green or only partially seasoned wood. 
Indeed, wood may be rendered just sufficiently 
moist to prevent its burning without radiating 
any useful quantity of heat in a horizontal 
direction into the room. 

Many suppose that. green wood may be 
burned in stoves with profit. ‘This is also an 
error, for the vapor qill pass up the pipe car- 
rying with ithe heat, and preventing its be- 
ing received by nag iron and radiated into the 
room. 

With these int in view, should not every 
farmer provide a dry place for fuel, and have 
a stock at least sufficient for a year’s supply 
jabrays on hand !—Prof. Mapes. 


IMPROVEMENT OF THE SOIL. 

Practical benefits of great importance re- 
sult from drainage... As regards the working 
of stirbborn clays, by carrying off the excess 
of water, they lose their tenacity, which ren- 
ders them more sweet, warmer and drier, and 
easier worked. When soils are wet, they are 
close, compact and adhesive, and exclude the 


remove the water and they gradually contract, 
crack in every direction, become thus open, 
friable and mellow, aré easily and cheapl> 
tr} worked, and pervious to the air in every di- 
rection. 

The access of this air is essential to the fer- 
tility of the soil, and to the healthy growth 
of most of our cultivated erops. The inser- 
tion of drains not only makes room for the 
air to enter by removing the water, but ac- 
tually compels the air to penetrate into the 
under parts of the soil, and renews it at every 
successive fall of rain. Open such outlets for 
the water below, and as it sinks and trickles 
away, it will suck the air after it, and draw it 
into the pores of the soil, wherever itself has 
been. It is evident from analysis, that rain 
and snow water always contain a certain 
amount of ammonia and earbonic acid, which 
are the principle agents in most of our fertile 
soils. Consequently, instead of this rain wa- 
ter washing out of the upper soil those solu- 
ble salts by running to a lower level (which 
always happens on undrained land) it filters 
through the soik and deposits the different 
salts within the reach of our cultivated plants ; 
and as this. water descends through the soil, 
it will carry down portions of the oxygen’ of 
the atmosphere, which, uniting with the dif- 
ferent injurious salts, &c., will render them 
harmless and a fertilizer of our soil instead 
of being # poisonous and a destructive sub- 
stance to our cultivated plants. 

It will also readily occur that where a 
sandy soil rests upon a hard and clayey bot- 
tom, drains may likewise be necessary—but 
it is not unfrequently supposed that where 


the subsoil is sand or gravel, thorough drain-

ing can seldom be required. Every one, 
however, is familiar with the fact, that when 
water is applied tothe bottom of a flower pot 
full of soil, it will gradually find its way to the 
surface, however light the soil may be. So 
it is in sandy soils or sub-soila in the open 
field. if water abound at the depth of a few 
feet, or if it so abound at certain seasons of 
the year, that water will rise towards the sur- 
face ; and as the sun’s heat dties it off by eva- 
poration, more water will follow to supply its 
‘place. This attraction from beneath will al- 
ways go on when the weather is dry and 
warm, and thus a double evil will ensue—the 
soit will be kept moist and cold, and instead 
of a constant current of air downwards, there 
will be a constant current of water upwards, 
Thus will the roots, the under soil, and the 
organic matter it contains, be all deprived of 
the benefits which the access of the air is fit- 
ted to confer. ‘The remedy for’ these evils is 
to be found in an efficient system by draining. 


DRAINING. 

As the subject of under-draining, and the 
manner of constructing drains is justly engag- 
*| ing the attention of many, the following plan 
or mode, I think, in the absence of better ma- 
terials, answers @ very good purpose. Every 
farmer who has loose stones on his farm has 
the materials at hand; while, at the same 
time, he may be ridding his land of a great 
detriment to proper cultivation. 

Dig a ditch from 2 to 24 feet deep, and 18 
inches wide at the bottom ; lay stones 6 inch- 
es in diameter on each side, which leaves a 
water course of 6 inches in the centre ; cover 
it with stone of larger dimensions—if ‘flat 
stones can be procured for covering, the ditch 
need not be so deep; then strew straw or 
shavings on it and cover—a team and plough 
will greatly facilitate the operation of cov- 
ering.: s 
On this subject the American Agrioaltarist 
says, let not a particle of stagnant water lie 
on the surface, nor under the surface of the 
lands you cultivate. One of the best of all 
blessings is pure, wholesome running water. 
But see that it is running and not stagnant. 
The latter destroys all useful vegetation, all 
economy in working the land, all health, and 
all beauty of iandscape ; it is the loss of every- 
thing as far as it extends, and breeds malaria 
and disease’for cattle and all domestic ani- 
mals equally with man. Mangres are inoper- 
ative upun we or spongy lands. 

Do not be content with removing what is 
on the surface, for stagnant water, just below, 
is frequently equally prejudicial as that which 
is visible. The latter may be removed by 
under, as the former by surface drains. 

In an article on Draining, says the Boston 
Cultivator, it is said, “some farmers have no 
stone or gravel on their premises; in such 
cases, the ditches must be left open” ‘To 
this it may be replied, meadows have been 
most effectually drained by covered ditches, 
without the use of stone, gravel or tiles ; and 
yet, the drains run perfectly clear, and have 
done so, for many years, with no danger what- 
ever of their continuing so to do, for an age 
to come. These were filled to the proper 
height with bushes, carefully selected and 
placed side by side, and bound in faggots, 
say a foot or more in diameter and twelve 
feet or more in length, by a wire band at ev- 
ery five feet, and upon them were laid tough 
sods, with the herbage downwards ; eafter 
which, the drains were filled with the opening 
soil. ‘The use of open ditches is avoided es- 
pecially in draining boggy land, requiring 
the drains to be cut very close together, when 
closed drains can be 30 conveniently obtained 
and cheaply formed. These drains could be 
be cut with shoulders, at the height to which 
the faggot would extend upwards, and upon 
these the tough sods, cut wide enough to span 
them, might be made to rest, so as to resist 
all downward pressure, and do away all fear, 
or even the possibility of stoppage.— Farmer 
& Mechanic. 


SLOVENLY FARMING. 

Farmers generally possess too much land 
to be well cultivated. Fifty acres well tilled, 
will ever produce more than one hundred 
acres poorly tilled. The net profit, that is 
to say, on fifty acres well tilled, will be more 
than one hundred acres badly managed.— 
Now, all know or should know, what good 
cultivation is ; but do all cultivate well? Do 
you take time by the forelock in preparing 
your grounds, and ata proper season? Do 
you use the subsoil plow where the lands 
want renovating? Do you pulverize the soil 
well by harrowing and dragging? Do you 
use the best farming implements? Do you 
keep them in order, or do you leave them 
about the fields to rust? Do you hoe your 
crops well, and at the proper time? and do 
you harvest at the proper time ? 

Gentlemen, these are questions which you 
should all answer in the affirmative ; and there 
are many more, of a like nature, for your se- 
. A thing well dome give 
pleasure to the doer. ‘To go into one’s fields, 
and behold the fences buried in brambles 
and bushes——to see the grass and weeds peer- 
ing over the tops of corn and potatoes; to 
view fields that have lain for ages uncultiva- 
ted; to behold a stinted growth of sward- 
bound grass on such fields, where clover ought 
to grow three feet high ; to view an old rick- 
ety shed here; and a faded patched up house 


there; a pair of old wheels in one corner; a 


rusty plow in another, all exposed to the ele- 
ments, gives pain to the beholder, unless he 
is proof against feeling. 

When we travel along the highway and 
see the want of taste, arrangement, symmetry 
and proportions in buildings and fences, un- 
graveled walks, broken down yard fences, 
with an old gate perchance hanving on one 
hinge and half prostrate upon the ground, 


{we oan hardly believe that this man recog: 


nizes “ Order” as “ Heaven’s first law.” We 
are’rather inclined to think that if human be- 
ings do dwell in such places, they cannot 
possess those noble traits of reason, judgment, 
skill, perseverance and energy, that charac- 
terize the human family generally. It is not 
because poverty weighs down their energies 
that we behold a lack of order and neatness 
around, but it is caused by sheer neglect and 
slovenliness—-a lack of energy to put things 
in their right places to begin with, and then 
keep them there—a lack of taste in executing, 
and a lack of spirit to learn how to give the 
best and most pleasing effect and shape of 
things pertaining to the tenement in which 
they dwell.—-Journal of Agriculture. 


Mors Lanp.—The fault of many a far- 
mer is his appetite for more land. How- 
ever poorly cultivated what land he has, he 
always wants more. The next field must be 
his. The fences between them may be a good 
boundary for his neighbor, but not for him, 
His policy is to buy more land and give ma- 
nure in homepathic doses. There is no les- 
son so needful for him as that derived from 
the well known story of the Frenchman and 
his two daughters. When the first daughter 
was married he gave her for her portion one- 
half of his vineyard. But to his surprise the 
half ho had left, receiving as much cultivation 
as he had before bestowed upon the whole, 
yielded as much as the whole had done.— 
When the second was married, he gave her 
the half of what he had left, and still he had 


as many grapes ds before.—Geo. R. Russell.
